MYSTERY OF THE 
MILLIONS, 


ASSOCIATED WITH THE 
£1,000,000,000 SCHEME OF 


SEPTEMBER, 1917. 

The following details of the “ mystery 
millions” appear in the Financial News of 
to<iay :— 

Investigation into the mystery of the 
£150,000,000 that has been offered to Ireland for 
housing schemes leads the inquirer deeper and 
deeper into millions. Yesterday the Financsal 
News disclosed a chain of links between the 
National Development Company of Ireland, 
which has made this beneficent offer, and Lord 
Willoughby de Broke. The outstanding per 
sonality in the chain appears to be Mr. P. J. 
Keiren, who in Dublin ie apparently reputed 
to be an Irish-American, but at Somerset 
House is described on the company’s files as of 
Britiah nationality. Apparently it is the habit 
of Mr. P. J. Keiran to ~ think ” not merely 

” but in hundreds, and indeed

In the chain disclosed in yesterday's article 
is included the K.R.F.H. Organising Syndicate. 
The first three initials of this concern, As was 
suggested, probably designate Pp.
